Russia To Polls 


Red Vote Expected 
To Grow This Year 


MOSCOW, March 13— 
Prime Minister Jbseph Stalin led 
millions of Ru ssians to the polls 
yesterday to cast 
ballots for a 
single slate of candidates for 
the Soviet Union’s parliament. 
The Ru ssians voted at polling 
booths stretching almost halfway 
rou nd the world—from the Ber­ 
ing Strait to the mou th of the 
Danu be. Up for election were 671 
nominees for the Cou ncil of the 
Union, the u pper hou se of the 
Su preme Soviet, and 631 mem­ 
bers of the cou ncil of nationali­ 
ties. 
All werf u nopposed. 
The Commu nist party organ, 
Pravda, today displayed a pic­ 
tu re of the premier voting, drop­ 
ping a folding ballot into a lock ­ 
ed box in the Lenin district of 
Moscow. 
Stalin himself was a candidate, 
from the Stalin district of Mos­ 
cow, Jo r the Cou ncil 
of 
the 
Union. 
Members of the Su preme So­ 
viet are elected for 
fou r-year 
terms. Regarding the election as 
a vote of confidence, the govern­ 
ment anticipated nearly 100 per 
cent of those eligible wou ld cast 
ballots. 
Annou ncement of the complete 
vote was expected to come 
in 
abou t a week . After the last Su ­ 
preme Soviet election, in 
1946, 
retu rns were complete in five 
days. 
In the 1946 elections 99.7 per 
cent of the registered voters, or 
101,450,936, cast 
ballots. A larg­ 
er vote was expected this year.

Kefauver Wants 
Atlantic Union 


Urges Resolution To 
Summon Convention 


WASHINGTON, March 13 — 
(AP) — Senator Kefau ver (D 
Tenn) todfgr accu sed the State 
Department of a “shock ing anc 
alarming lack of vision” for its 
opposition to a proposed u nion 
of North Atlantic nations. 
“If we drift into another war,” 
Kefau ver said, “it will be becau se 
those responsible for k eeping the 
peace lack ed vision; becau se they 
cou ld not see the danger when 
the clou d was small; becau se 
measu res were not tak en to re 
move the clou d while there was 
still time.” 
Kefau ver u rged the Senate to 
approve a resolu tion calling on 
this cou ntry to su mmon a con 
vention of Atlantic Pact democra­ 
cies for the pu rpose of discu ssing 
a federal u nion. He made clear 
that he think s Congress shou ld 
ignore the State Department’s 
advice on the matter. 
After all, we are close to the 
people,” 
Kefau ver 
declared 
Su ch is not the case with the 
personnel of the Department of 
State. 
He accu sed the Department of 
having fu mbled the waging of the 
cold war, commenting that “we 
merely hold ou r own in Eu rope, 
while we are losing mu ch 
in 
Asi» .” 
Kefau ver’s speech was prompt 
ed by the testimony of Depu ty 
Under-Secretary of State Dean 
Ru sk 
and Assistant Secretary 
John D. Hick erson before a Sen­ 
ate foreign relations su bcommit­ 
tee. 
They opposed the Atlantic Un­ 
ion resolu tion sponsored by the 
Tennessee lawmak er and 19 other 
Senators, on the grou nd that it

McCarthy Names 
Hanson "Red" 


Point Four Official's 
Activities Cited

WASHINGTON, March 13 — 
(AP) — Senator McCarthy (R- 
Wis) today accu sed Haldore Han­ 
son, k ey State Department offi­ 
cial, of “pro-commu nist” activi­ 
ties dating back to September 
1938. 
He identified Hanson as 
the 
execu tive director of the secre­ 
tariat of the Inter-Departmental 
Committee on Scientific and Cu l­ 
tu ral Cooperation. 
At the State Department, offi­ 
cials qu ick ly replied that Hanson, 
37, has been “thorou ghly investi­ 
gated.” 
Michael McDermott, press rela­ 
tions officer, said: “The Depart­ 
ment is satisfied that he (Han­ 
son) is loyal to the United Sates.” 
McCarthy said 
Hanson 
will 
head a technical cooperation pro­ 
ject staff for President Tru man’s 
Point Fou r” program which will 
spend “hu ndreds of millions of 
dollars of ou r taxpayers’ money 
all over the world.” 
The “Point Fou r” program 
is 
Mr. Tru man’s plan for American 
technical aid to u ndeveloped parts 
of the world. 
It took its name 
from the fact that he first men­ 
tioned it as “Point Fou r” in the 
foreign^policy section of his 1949 
Inau gu ral Address. 
McCarthy made his accu sation 
against Hanson before a Senate 
foreign relations 
su bcommittee. 
The grou p’s investigating McCar­ 
thy’s charges that the State De­ 
partment is a haven for Commu ­ 
nist sympathizers. 
McCarthy said Hanson is one of 
the “cleverest” and “smoothest” 
men in the State Department, and 
cou ld not be called a “du pe” mis­ 
led by Commu nists. 
Hanson joined the State De­ 
partment in 1942 as a specialist 
in Chinese affairs. 
McCarthy said Hanson: 
1. Was ru nning a Commu nist 
magazine in Pieping when the 
Japanese-Chinese war brok e ou t. 
2. Spent several years with the 
Chinese Commu nist armies “w rit­ 
ing stories and tak ing pictu res 
which the Chinese Commu nists 
helped him smu ggle” ou t of the 
cou ntry.

Maritime Board, 
NLRB Counsel 
May Be Ditched 


President Asks Okay 
By Congress; Gives 
Strength To Cabinet 


WASHINGTON, March 13 — 
(AP)—President Tru man today 
sent Congress a sheaf of plans to 
reorganize a long list of federal 
agencies and abolish one — the 
Maritime Commission. 
Seaboard 
Congressmen 
and 
shipping interests were expected 
to fight the proposal to shift con­ 
trol of the merchant fleet over 
to Secretary of Commerce Saw­ 
yer. 
In another of his 21 proposals, 
Tru man lit the fu se for a sec­ 
ond major explosion in Congress 
by calling for abolition of the al- 
most-independent office of the 
general cou nsel of the National 
Labor Relations Board. The post 
is held by Robert N. Denham. 
Denham, prosecu tor and police­ 
man of the Taft-Hartley law, is at 
odds with the NLRB majority. He 
calls it “pro-labor.” Labor u nions 
in tu rn have demanded Denham s 
removal. 
The White Hou se plans tak e 
effect au tomatically in 60 days, 
u nless vetoed by either the Hou se 
or Senate. 
In 23 accompanying messages 
to Congress, Mr. Tru man said the 
plans will save “modest” to “su b­ 
stantial” su ms. 
All are based 
on proposals of the reorganiza­ 
tion commission headed by form­ 
er President Herbert Hoover, he 
said, adding: 
‘These plans will tak e u s well 
along the road toward more ef­ 
fective, economical and respons- 
ible government.” 
The 
Commerce 
Department 
wou ld tak e over all activities of 
the five-member Maritime Com­ 
mission, which has regu lated Am­ 
erican shipping for 14 years. 
A new three-man “federal m ar­ 
itime board” wou ld be set u p in 
commerce to regu late rates and 
grant ship su bsidies, u nder broad 
policies fixed by Sawyer. 
A 
“maritime administration” wou ld 
be created also in Commerce, to 
tak e over the jobs of bu ilding, 
selling and chartering vessels. 
Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
wou ld have top policy control. 
The plans is “a long step for­ 
ward,” said Mr. Tru man, toward 
mak ing Commerce the govern­ 
ment’s central agency for land 
sea, air and water transportation. 
Six of the White Hou se plans 
strengthen the power of cabinet 
officers — the 
Secretaries 
of 
Treasu ry, Interior, 
Agricu ltu re, 
Commerce and Labor, and the At­ 
torney General. 
. 
Seveq of them bu ild u p the ex­ 
ecu tive au thority of the chairmen 
of commissions regu lating bu si­ 
ness, labor, and finance. 
Each 
chairman becomes the adminis­ 
trative boss of‘his agency. 
Two plans bu ild u p the Labor 
Department. It wou ld tak e over 
all Work men’s compensation ac­ 
tivities of the federal government, 
as well as wage-hou r enforce­ 
ment on federal contracts. 
Five plans affect the new Gen­ 
eral 
Services 
Administration. 
GSA wou ld lose several jobs to 
Interior Department, 
inclu ding 
the new Alask a pu blic work s 
program. 
The final plan of the batch is 
the Maritime Commission pro­ 
posal. Shipping interests already 
have indicated they will oppose 
it. 
When these become law, Mr, 
Tru man said, “we shall have act­ 
ed on almost half* of the 318 
recommendations of the Hoover 
Commission. More plans will be 
sent to capitol hill this session, 
he added. 
The granting of su preme au th* 
ority in their departments to the 
cabinet members was a prime 
goal of the year-old Hoover re­ 
port.

Too Much Defense 


A Danger, ONG Told 


TOLEDO, March 13 — (AP) — 
Karl R. Bendetsen, assistant sec­ 
retary of th e Army , warned y es­ 
terday against try ing to build an 
absolute defense establish ment at 
th e risk of economic ruin. 
Bendetsen, speaking at a m eet­ 
ing of th e Oh io National Guard 
Association h ere, asked “wh at 
would it profit us if we gained 
(absolute defense security ) only 
to collapse economically , as we 
most certainly would?” 
Bendetsen ex plained th at by 
absolute 
defense 
security 
h e 
meant construction of “so strong 
a dbfense establish ment th at it 
would be v irtually impossible for 
a blow to be struck against us.” 
Th e gov ernment official urged 
“a reasonable balance in our pre­ 
paration.” 
“We must not put our faith in 
numbers as such or believ e th at 
size alone is a sufficient criter­ 
ion of our effectiv eness,” h e as­ 
serted. 
Bendetsen told th e ONG mem­ 
bers th at th e National Guard is 
at an all-time h igh in strength 
but was “no, more th an h alf” of 
th e facilities needed for training 
programs. 
He said th is was be­ 
cause of “economic reasons.” 
" 
More money will be div erted 
toward reserv e forces wh en th e 
Army is reliev ed of th e financial 
strain of occupy ing and gov ern­ 
ing conq uered territories, h e ex ­ 
plained.

W H E N New Yo rk City ’s o fficials fell back o n 
bally h o o earlier in th e winter to co nv ince 
th eir critics th at so meth ing was being do ne abo u t 
th e water sh o rtage, o ne th ing was immediately 
plain. Th e o fficials were try ing to co nceal th e 
absence o f a real pro gram o f relief. 
Bally h o o 
wasn’t go ing to h av e any effect o n th e sh o rtage, 
bu t it wo u ld h av e a tempo rary effect o n pu blic 
mo rale. 
Bu t ev en th e tempo rary effect no w is waning. 
Admo nitio ns to sav e water h av en’t sav ed mu ch . 
Th e water reserv e is back wh ere it was last fall, 
at less th an 50 percent o f reserv e capacity . With 
warm weath er ju st bey o nd th e nex t sno w squ all, 
th e city no w kno ws th at majo r emergency is a 
certainty . 
And th e wo rst o f th e emergency , it 
no w appears, is inability to deal with it. If th e 
best th at resspo nsible o fficials can th ink o f to do 
is wh at th ey ’v e already do ne, th at isn’t go ing to 
be eno u gh . 
Sh av eless day s and a po licy o f no t 
serv ing drinking water with restau rant meals, 
u nless requ ested, make h eadlines bu t th ey h av e 
no effect wh atev er o n th e pro blem o f an adequ ate 
water su pply . 
Micawberism — waiting fo r so meth ing to tu rn 
u p in th e fo rm o f a series o f to rrential do wnpo u rs 
—isn’t th e answer. Th e answer is th e additio n 
o f a v ast qu antity o f actu al water su pply to th e 
city ’s actu al water su pply sy stem, with o u t wait­ 
ing fo r a miracle. Unfo rtu nately , th at can’t be 
do ne o v ernigh t. 
If it h ad been u ndertaken 10 
y ears ago , it wo u ld be th e answer in 1950. 
If 
u ndertaken in 1950, it will be th e answer in 1960. 
By th at time it migh t be to o late. New Yo rk City 
is po inting u p a mo ral in mu nicipal administra­ 
tio n. No city wh ich lacks an intelligent plan fo r 
it o wn gro wth can h o pe to ev ade th e co nsequ ences 
o f its o wn failu re to lo o k ah ead.

Proposition In Preparedness 
A N AREA o f agreement abo u t military prepared. 
" 
ness h as been created by po licy -making o ffic­ 
ials o f th e go v ernment President Tru man, mem­ 
bers o f h is cabinet and th e jo int ch iefs o f staff 
no w believ e th e United States sh o u ld depend o n 
po tential pro du ctio n to giv e it wh at it needs in 
th e ev ent o f war and sh o u ld no t try to be fu lly 
prepared o n a day -by -day basis. 
Military fo rce in being is th e classical co ncept 
o f preparedness. 
Bu t th e United States, wh ich 
h as acco mplish ed miracles o f pro du ctio n in two 
wars in th is centu ry , h as establish ed a new co n­ 
cept. Instead o f being prepared to go to war with 
h u ge sto res o f o bso lete equ ipment, it seems to 
h av e pro v ed th at th e so u nder way is to go into 
immediate pro du ctio n o f new equ ipment after 
war begins. In v iew o f th e fact th is co u ntry no 
lo nger h as stro ng allies, it no lo nger believ es in 
disarmament between wars, bu t no w h o lds to th e 
idea th at a mo derate military fo rce in being back­ 
ed u p by its v ast indu strial pro du ctio n is th e lo gi­ 
cal fo rmu la. 
Th ere is o nly o ne flaw in th e fo rmu la. It as­ 
su mes th at indu strial pro du ctio n is a certainty , 
wh en th e fact is th at indu strial pro du ctio n is at 
th e mercy o f circu mstances bey o nd th e go v ern­ 
ment’s co ntro l. 
In 1941, a labo r leader named 
Ch risto ffel tied u p th e Allis-Ch almers plant in­ 
definitely wh en it was try ing to co nv ert itself to 
war pro du ctio n. It was bro u gh t o u t in th e trial

a So cialist go v ernment in th e United States. 
If Senato r Taft gets th e Internatio nal Team­ 
sters, wh ich tells members o f Daniel J. To bin’s 
sprawling u nio n wh at th e bo ss th inks, h e sh o u ld 
tu rn to page 4. Discu ssing th e co al strike and all 
th e o th er strikes wh ich eith er are o r so o n will be 
gu mming u p th e co u ntry ’s affairs, Mr. To bin 
say s: 
“Th ere also may be a little po litics in th is wh o le 
terrible crisis wh ich co nfro nts th e American peo ­ 
ple at th is time. Th e Demo cratic party h as as its 
main issu e, as in 1948, th e repeal o f th e Taft-Hart- 
ley law. Th at is th e main and plain issu e o f th e 
Demo cratic platfo rm in 1952. If, th ro u gh th ^ Taft- 
Hartley law and its v icio u s interpretatio ns by 
lawy ers, co u rts and o th er enemies o f labo r, th ey 
su cceed in breaking th e miners’ strike, th e Re­ 
pu blicans in th e nex t electio ns will endeav er to 
pro v e, and may do so su ccessfu lly , th at th e Taft- 
Hartley law su cceeded in sav ing th e natio n fro m 
disaster.”
